DISPLAY AT U. S. 
ARMY COLLEGE 


Rifles, pistol*, posters, newspapers 
and other historical item* from Civil 
War days are included in the special 
exhibit at the Hessian Guardhouse 
Museum in Carlisle. The museum 
is open to the public each Sunday 
and Wednesday afternoon from one 
until five o'clock free of charge. 
Included in the display of rifle* 
used during the Civil War is a 
Springfield Model 1873 musket, an 
English Tower musket, the U. S. 
model 1861 rifle which was equipped 
with 
the 
Maynard 
tape 
primer 
mechanism and one of the famous 
Burnside 
carbines. 
Among 
the 
pistols on exhibit is an unusual 
double barrelled percussion pistol 
made in England which was prob­ 
ably used by a Confederate officer 
and a model 1816 North flintlock 
pistol which was converted to a 
percussion firing mechanism. 
Display Edged Weapons 
Among 
the edged weapons on 
display ar eseveral bayonets of the 
period; 
a U. S. staff and field 
officer's sword, 1850; a Navy board­ 
ing cutlass dating from 1860, and 
a model 1840 musician's sword. An 
Army field desk, recruiting poster, 
leather cap boxes, powder flask, 
bullet pouch and accessory kit and 
artillery projectiles are included In 
the display of miceUaneous items. 
Documents and papers which will 
be seen are copies of Lincoln’s Get­ 
tysburg Address, a reproduction of 
President Lincoln’s letter to Mrs. 
Bixby which is said to be the 
perfect example of expression by 
letter in the English language, a 
copy of the requisition mane on 
Carlisle residents by General J. E. 
B. Stuart's Confederate raiders in 
1863, 
and 
a 
copy of “Harper's 
Weekly," 1863, which shows scenes 
of the shelling of Carlisle, 
The exhibit will continue through 
September 28.

Citizens Committee Endorses 
$350,000 Expansion Program 
Of Annie M. Warner Hospital

A $350,000 building fund program for expansion of tho 
Annie M. Warner Hospital was heartily endorsed Thursday 
night at a citiiens committee dinner meeting in the Hotel 
Gettysburg attended by more than 150 residents of Adams 
County and nearby Maryland com mu n ties in the hospital’* 
service area. 
Highlight of the meeting was an announcement by Dr, 
Roy W, Gifford, chairman of the Doctors* Advisory Com­ 
mittee. that members of the hospital's medical staff have 
oversubscribed the ten per cent of the total goal which they 
had set to raise among themselves. They raised $39,810 prior 
to the m eeting Thursday evening. 
Plan 25-Bed Wing 
The project, it was explained, is part of the comprehensive 
expansion movement begun in 1955, when residents of the 
area contributed $250,000 for construction of the hospital's 
north wing which was opened early this year. Included in 
this sum was $28,000 contributed by the doctors. 
The proposed new wing will consist of a single story with 
basement and will contain 25 beds for medical and surgical 
patients in private and two-hed rooms, including a complete­ 
ly new four-bed pediatrics department with accommodations 
for four child patients and play and work areas. Other 
features include a new dietary department, facilities for tho 
isolation of patients with communicable diseases, a solarium, 
and. in a separate building, a new power plant. 


Brown Is Chairman 
The new project will mark the 
first, increase In the hospital's bed 
ca pee I ty Ainee the Musselman An­ 
nex was built in 1946. When th# 
proposed south wing ta completed 
the hospital will have 99 beds and 
will be able to serve 1.000 more 
patients a year than It cen now 
serve, campaign b ader* said 
Opening the meeting Thursday 
night, Wilbur A. Bankert, president 
of 
the 
hospital, 
introduced 
the 
chairman of 
the 
building hind. 
Atty. Richard A. Brown, who pre­ 
sided 
Judge W. C. Rheely, in tracing the 
36-year history of the hospital, said 
it was the community's sense of re­ 
sponsibility “that brought the Annie 
M. Warner Hospital into existence In 
Hie first place.” After John M. 
V arnrr, Gettysburg mrrcHknt, gave 
the land for the hospital site, the 
community contributed* $80,000 for 
the 50-bed hospital. Judge Sheely 
said. 
Launch Kecond Phase 
The nurses' heme was built In 
1925 and the Musselman Annex was 
added in 1946, bringing the hos­ 
pital's capacity to 74 beds. Judge 
sheely pointed wit; T itled on again 
in 1955 to meet immediate needs, 
“our people, of course, responded 
magnificently. The result is the 
new north wing. But that is only 
the first phase of an integrated pro­ 
gram. The second phase is being 
launched tonight.** 
Referring to a recent survey of 
public opinion in the area served by 
the hospital, Judge Sheely under­ 
lined the fact that “94 out of every 
IOO 
participants 
said 
a 
greater 
Warner Hospital should be built and 
that nine in every ten were in 
favor of a community-wide cam­ 
paign for public subscription*. 
Community 
Problem 
"I have taken the time to fill 
In this background because it is 
essential that you realize the prob­ 
lems facing the hospital are in 
fact the community’s responsibil­ 
ity and that the program to help 
solve 
those 
problems 
is 
your 
problem,’’ 
Speaking on 'The Doctors’ View­ 
point,” Dr. Gifford outlined the 
inadequacies of the hospital, some 
of which have been corrected by 
construction of the north wing. 
How’ever, he pointed out, the prob­ 
lem of insufficient patients’ ac­ 
commodations still remains serious. 
Dr. Gifford explained that "in 
the past decade or so the number 
of out patients doubled; laboratory 
tests increased by nearly 150 per 
cent; and the number of in patients 
by 34 per cent. Waiting lists of be­ 
tween five and 25 persons seeking 
admission to the hospital for non- 
emergency reasons are common. 
Patient Load Increase* 
"When it Is realized that sine! 
1948 the outpatient load has In­ 
creased from 5,837 to 11,636 in the 
past fiscal year and that x-ray

1 and rebellious. They had not real­ 
ized the extent of their wickedness 
nor that God’* warnings about the 
nation’s 
fall 
w-ould 
prove 
true. 
Received His Vision 
This is the situation that faced 
the 
young 
pastor 
Ezekiel 
along 
the banks of the Chebar, a grand 
canal running southeast of Baby­ 
lon along which the exiles had 
their colony. “The hand of th# 
Lord was upon him there.” It wras 
there 
that Ezekiel received his 
vision and heard the Spirit say to 
him: "Son of man, I send you to 
the people of Israel, to a nation 
of 
rebels, 
who 
have 
rebelled 
against me; they and their fathers 
have transgressed against me to 
this very day.” The Spirit went 
on to say that these exiles were 
Impudent and stubborn. 
The message of the vision was to 
both Israel and Judah, and five 
years in a foreign land had not 
softened them. They had hardened 
their heart* to God and w’ere not 
responsive to Ezekiel’* preaching. 
But Ezekiel did or would not fail. 
It was up to the individual hearers 
whether they repent or continue to 
rebel. 
What marks of a good pastor 
distinguished 
Ezekiel? 
He 
was 
faithful to G ods call, devoted to 
hi* 
people 
despite 
discourage­ 
ments, 
courageous 
in 
hearing 
their burdens, willing to proclaim 
God’s 
judgment 
upon 
sin, 
and 
glad to comfort and console those 
who were ready to turn to God 
for forgiveness and mercy. 
* ~ 
Miniatrv Of Faithful 
Through a Alation'* despair the 
love of God shone through the 
ministry of a faithful, encouraging 
pastor. Judah could not have sur­ 
vived 
the 
long 
years 
of 
her 
captivity without the pastoral care 
of Ezekiel. His message had the 
authority of God and he ministered 
for at least 22 years During that 
time Ezekiel w-on many of the 
Hebrews back to God. 
Ezekiel showed devotion to his 
flock because he shared their lot. 
His house was among them and 
their burdens were his. Even when 
he lost his wife he did not mourn 
or show grief. This was an example 
to the people of Judah not to 
mourn 
over 
the destruction 
of 
Jerusalem. 
Ezekiel also had the cornage to 
warn the people sternly, not de­ 
ceiving the people into believing 
that the exile w'Ould be of short 
duration. Like all good pastors, his 
duty was to warn the people of 
their trespasses and to encourage 
them to return to the God of their 
fathers in all humility. 
Hardest of all was to interpret 
the meaning of their punishment 
and, at the same time, to tell 
them of God’s pardon for all w-ho 
would 
repent 
and 
obey 
Him. 
Many a pastor in a displaced per­ 
sons camp or prisoner-of-war camp 
has had a similar experience — 
meeting bitterness and disillusion­ 
ment with hope and encouragement. 
It is said that Ezekiel’s pastoral 
work illustrates W'ell the meaning 
of his own name — "God strength­ 
ens."
